CAMPOUT AND AN INVITATION TO ALL AMATEURS 


PICNIC The Sunset Empire Amateur Radio Club in Astoria 
Aug. 26-27 has entered into an agreement with the Columbia 

and 28 River Maritime Museum whereby the radio room of 
the U.S. Coast Guard Lightship 'Columbia' (WLV- 
604) will be reactivated utilizing amateur radio 
frequencies and operators. The ship was decomm- 
issioned December 12, 1979. This project has been underway since 1971 
and visitors may tour the Maritime Museum and Lightship Monday through 
Friday at a cost of $2.50 per person. You are invited to drop in to the 
radio room and join the duty operator in on the air activity. The club

has no set operating hours at this time but inspection of the ships radio 


room may be made during museum hours. The radio room sports a Kenwood 
TS-830 and the ships original antennas are used. The station operates 
on 20, 15 and 10 meters and issues a picture QSL card of the ship to all 
stations worked. An Icom IC-225 is used to monitor the 146.76 Astoria 
2m repeater. All original Coast Guard radio equipment is rack mounted 
inside the radio room.

CORDLESS TELEPHONE SALES ARE BOOMING! Prompted by increased demand, the 


FCC has proposed allocating additional frequencies in the 46 and 49 MHz band for them. Cur- 
rently, cordless telephones operate on only five channels at 49 MHz for the handset transmitter 
and 1.7 MHz for the base station transmitter. Cordless phone sales of $1.6 billion predicted by 
1985.

Fellow Members, 


I would like to respond to some of the events 
and allegations of last months club meeting. I am 
not a debater and in a battle of words, I lose. 

But I still need to express my opinion and obser- 
vations. 

Let's look at the statement "If this dangerous amendment should pass, 
OTVARC members will lose their right to be able to effectively participate. 
in their own club and will have no say in it's operation except to vote for 
officers, appointed by an election committee which is appointed by the Pres. 
once every year". This is a ridiculous and misleading statement. For example, 
it was the wish of the majority of the membership that the nominating comm- 
ittee provide more than one candidate for each office at election time. So 
a committee along with your elected officers met several times and spent a 
number of hours working out the details of the proposed amendment pertaining 
to nominations. Now if you really didn't want that we could have spent those 
hours in a far more productive way. I believe the officers of this club are 
with me in being dedicated to serve the membership specifically and in the 
advancement of amateur radio. 

I admit the wording certainly was not clear in the proposed amendment 
regarding what a quorum would represent. As it was stated, our membership 
is such that we will probably never have a quorum of 75% of the membership. 
This has proved to be quite a hindrance in the carrying out of club business. 
The motivation is not a power struggle of any kind but to facilitate the 
handling of business so we can get to the things we enjoy doing-listening 
to our spea kers, talking of field day and etc.. 

No officer or officers are out to put anyone out of the club! The 
allegation that your officers are trying to get the power to expel members 

s simply not true. The whole business of expulsion or removal from office 
tems from non-functioning officers, I think. If an officer will not att- 
end meetings or perform the duties of the office for which elected, what are 
we to do? I do not disagree that the membership should be involved with the 
decision to take action. I do believe this is a moot situation though beca- 
use it is highly unlikely the membership or officers would.take any kind of 

action along that line unless it was gross misconduct or the like. If I 

were expelled from an organization I would prefer to have it done by as 

few people as possible, unless it was unjust. If it were unjust I would 
raise cain. The motive, nonetheless, for privacy is honorable and not in any 
way deceitful. Board meetings, by the way, are not private. It is my 
understanding that anyone may attend. The only limiting factor may be a 
seating space situation. 

I must take exception to the paragraph in Dougs letter about the phone 
conversation with Al, WB7SIC.. I am sure Doug is perfectly honest in his 
statements of what Al said but the exception that I take is in the assault 
on Als character. Doug said "I don't believe that and I'm sure you don't 
either." Al is not perfect but I know of no one who has worked harder and 
so unselfishly for the good of the club. Our club newsletter does not just 
materialize nor does the Seaside Convention just happen. 

There is no officer that feels the ordinary members have no interest in 
the clubs operation. If that were true, you wouldn't be here. Nor is there 
any apathy for the membership. I don't think this is happening now and I 
have missed only 2 or 3 meetings in the last 3 years. 

Doug mentions that the government of the club, if the amendments were 
gO pass, would be in complete opposition to the American ideal of govern- 

. ent. Everyone is entitled to ther opinion though it may differ from mine. 
However, the opinions should be expressed in a responsible manner without 
assaulting the character of our fellow members. The statements I see are 
not indicative of the American way but are more of a reminder of another way. 
If you remember, those of you who are old enough, the method of accusation,

If you attended last months meeting and if you 
received a letter in opposition to our By-Law and 
Constitution changes, you will understand what you al) 
about to read. ‘ 


We have desired, for over two years, to put together a 'New Member 
Packet' and it would consist of information regarding club jackets, badges, 
past activities, a committee list, ARRL information, a short history of the 
club and a copy of the Constitution and By-Laws. The papers that direct 
our club were well written but with no concept of how large we might grow 
and with the resultant problems the many 'quorum' items, to conduct business, 
might cause. The two key items that have caused problems is the expulsion 
of member and officer clauses. It is unthinkable that a member would get 
up at a meeting and vote that a member be expelled! It is too public! 

The same with an officer. Your Board is not looking for 'POWER' in this 
matter but merely looking for an alternate way to expell without public 
scorn. I, like Randy, would appreciate that consideration. The Board does 


not care how the ammendments read so long as they are WORKABLE!!! It was 
deemed prudent to not spend the money on the 'New Member Packet' until the 
By-Laws and Constitution were put in good order. It was also the intent 


to make our club papers available to the general membership. This would 
cost: quite a bit of money and that is why we have not moved ori the plan. 
There are no secrets, there is no clique, there is no power struggle, there 
are no personal vendettas. Only a very serious interest in where the club 
is going!!!! 

ie Doug, W7XI, must have run 48 hours non-stop to distribute his anti re- 
vision letter. It is especially interesting to see such enthusiasm from a 
member that has made only 3 or 4 meetings over the past two years or so. It 
almost seems like he is afraid the Board is out to expell him. NOT so. 
Personally speaking, I am not crushed that the revisions did not pass. I am 
sure the chosen committee will come up with workable revisions. What does 
| bother me is Doug's style of twisting the facts. I do not appreciate my 

comments, during a private phone conversation, being used without my per- 
mission. I do not appreciate being quoted in part. The reasoning behind 
the ammendment changes was not cited in Doug's letter but was, by me, in 
our phone conversation. Lastly, it is not the ‘American Way' to omit the 
officers when distributing letters regarding club business. 

A final comment to this editorial. During our meeting hassle in June, 

a member stood up and made the statement that recent changes had given the 
'"Board' more power. There have not been any changes and nobody has any 
more power than given by you, the electors. If this person had taken the 
time to read the club papers he would, have found that the ONLY reference 
to the 'Board' is that the 'Board' consists of the officers and trustees. 
No further mention is made in either the By-Laws or the Constitution so we 
can only assume that the 'Board' is governed by how you want it to work.

In a letter to Stephen Mendelsohn, 
WA2DHF, President of the Tri-State Amateur 
Repeater Council, the FCC has indicated that- 
it recognizes repeater coordination by Ama- 
teur Radio Operators and that it will issue 
citations to those who refuse to abide by it. 


Mendelsohn had written the Commis-: 
sion seeking their views on frequency coordi- 
nation and how continued transmitting by out- 
siders on amateur coordinated repeater fre- 
quencies would be handled. 


James C. McKinney, FCC Chief of the 
Private Radio Bureau, replied "The Commis- 
sion's fundamental policy in this matter was 
stated in the Report and Order in Docket 
#18803 (Repeaters in the Amateur Radio Ser- 
vice): i.e. 'The Commission is persuaded by 
the comments and by observation that 
regional and national frequency planning and 
coordination by amateur radio operators them- 
selves can result in the best spectrum utili- 
zation appropriate to the service.'" 


McKinney said that the only national 
planning for the Amateur Radio Service that 
has come to their attention is that done by 


the American Radio Relay League. "In view 
of this widespread acceptance of their band 


‘plans, we conclude that any amateur who 


selects a station transmitting frequency not in 
harmony with those plans is not operating in 
accord with good amateur practice." 


: "Continued transmissions on (uncordi- 
nated) frequencies," McKinney wrote, "that 
Creates interference to (coordinated) repeater 
operation would be cause for the issuance of 
an Official Notice of Violation of Section 


97.78 of the Commission's Rules and Regula- 


tions for not observing good amateur practice 
and could be cause for an additional Notice of 
Violation of Section 97.125 for deliberate and 
intentional interference." 


McKinney also sent a copy of ke 
ruling to their Field Operations Bureau - 
Enforcement Division. This is believed to be 
the first written ruling that indicates the 
FCC will issue citations to those who fail to 
observe "gentlemen's agreements" in the ARS.
